Norway says undersea battery 
could end need for costly cables 


STAVANGER, Norway (Reuter) — The Norwegian state oil firm Statoil 
said yesterday that it had discovered a way to provide power beneath the 
waves without using miles of expensive cable. 

The company said it would instal the world's first commercial seawater 
battery in a ject connected with an oilfield development off central 
Norway. “This battery could be used anywhere,” said a Statoil spokes- 


. «Cables for subsea installations, used in oil production and undersea 
: exploration, can cost almost balf a million dollars for every kilometre laid 
and may be difficult to install, 

The 24-volt battery will be used to power a “reference station,” a fixed 
point on the seabed for navigation and oil exploration. Expected to last 
three years, it uses seawater as the electrolyte and absorbs oxygen in the 
same way that fishes do. 


British soldier killed; IRA takes blame 


BELFAST (AFP) -- The outlawed 
Irish Republican Army late Monday 
claimed responsibility for “the exe- 
cution of a British soldier” blown up 
in his car in central Belfast earlier in 
the day. 

The IRA made the claim to a 
local radio station bere. Police said 
the victim was a 45-year-old Royal 
Navy recruiting officer. 


A witness said there was an 
“enormous bang” and the car 
caught fire before the driver could 
get out. 

This latest IRA attack, less than 
72 hours after the Omagh coach 
bombing which killed eight British 
soldiers returning from leave, brings 
the number killed in Ulster this year 
to 62. 
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Party platforms and elections 


STRANGE things are happening to the emer- 
gent platforms of Israel's major parties with 
the approach of Knesset election day. What 
only the day before yesterday looked like the 
indestructible pillars of party credos, now sud- 
denly appear to be swaying with the wind if 
not actually crumbling. 

Admittedly. the platforms of major parties 
are not government policy guidelines. And 
even government policy guidelines are not 
binding instruments. Platforms are rather 
means with which to woo voters and to 
smooth the way to subsequent coalition deals. 
But they are expected to do so by etching in 
distinct political images. They must not be all 
things to all men. But that is what they are 
now coming close to being. 

Take adherence to the Camp David agree- 
ments. It might have been supposed to be the 
linchpin of the Likud’s political programme. 
But not for Ariel Sharon, who certainly is not 
marginal for the Likud image. He is ardently 
banging the drum for ‘tan expanded Allon 
Plan” of immediate annexation to fill-out the 
Hussein-made territorial vacuum. Acceptance 
of this plan by the Likud would be tantamount 
to formal withdrawal from Camp David obli- 
gations, as well as rights. 

A proposal to annex ail the territories, 
made to him the day after Hussein's renuncia- 
tory address, was decried by Mr. Shamir as 
the counsel of insanity. Not on the ground 
that its ambit was too wide, but because it 
undermined the structure of Camp David and 
thus fatally hurt Israel's national interest. Yet, 
Mr. Shamir has not so far bothered to contra- 
dict Mr. Sharon's allegation that he, the pre- 
mier, had no worse comment to make on the 
partial annexation-now idea than that it 
lacked Alignment consent. 

It was for that reason, ostensibly. that the 
Likud ministerial caucus turned Mr. Sharon's 
proposal down. 

Yesterday, however, a top Alignment lead- 
er welcomed it. Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin saw in Mr. Sharon's plan a proper “‘stab 


in the back” for the Likud’s traditional Great- 
er Israel posture. But is a political point 
scored in the Alignment's favour enough to 
commend Mr. Sharon‘s plan? 

A question marks also overhangs the Align- 
ment’s religious platform. Four years ago the 
Alignment pledged voters an effort to over- 
turn the coercive “religious” legislation en- 
acted during the previous two Likud-dominat- 
ed Knessets, especially as it affected women’s 
rights, as well as to push for the drafting of 
yeshiva students and the national-service en- 
listment of conscription-age girls. Such 
phraseology has been removed from the text 
approved on Monday by Labour's platform 
committee for religious affairs. What remains 
is opposition to any change in the wording of 
Who's a Jew, an exhortation to rabbis and 
dayanim to keep out of politics, and a vacuous 
plea for unity among Judaism's several 
streams. of which only one is currently recog- 
nized in this country. 

Shimon Peres's bold challenge only last 
month to a militant, territory-obsessed brand 
of Orthodoxy has evidently given way to kow- 
towing. Labour strategists apparently hope 
that, by thus erasing the party's alleged “anti- 
religious” stigma, it would make it attractive 
to religious voters, or to the religious parties if 
aod when Labour tries to form a coalition. 

The reasoning is familiar. If it helped the 
cause of peace, Ezer Weizman once said, he 
would even undertake to wear a shtreimel. It 
is, however, doubtful whether any such un- 
dertaking would satisfy the present religious 
parties, or help turn their nationalistic 
thoughts to moderation. In making its obvi- 
ously tactical concessions, the Aligament will 
in any case be outbidden by the Likud. In the 
meantime. by implicitly surrendering on, for 
example, the drafting of yeshiva students, the 
Alignment will be turning its back on its clos- 
est allies within the religious camp. 

It will also, en passant, be sharpening gener- 
al cynicism about the worth of political 
platforms. 


Agents of violence 


TADIRAN’'s managament and some of its 
workers are having difficulty coming to terms. 
Workers from the company's battery division 
in Rehovot want management to raise the 
small portion of their basic wage which now 
counts toward their pensions. Management, 
citing the financial distress in which Tadiran, a 
Koor affiliate, now finds itself, refuses. In an 
effort to change management's mind the 
workers last week started applying industrial 
sanctions. Management's response was to 
close down the plant. 

A meeting between the two sides was held 
on Monday. It was unproductive, but another 
meeting was scheduled. 

Yesterday morning the Tadiran communi- 


cations division, based in Holon, was to lay 
out its recovery programme at a press confer- 
ence to be held at Beit Sokolow, the Journal- 
ists’ Association headquarters in Tel Aviv. 
That intention proved impossible to carry 
through. Battery division workers, led by 
their union chiefs, broke in, overtumed ta- 


bles; threw bottles of hot coffee on the floor,

WHEN REPRESENTATIVES of Iran and Iraq sit down in Geneva 
tomorrow in face-to-face negotiations, they will not just be dealing with 
the terrible events of the’past eight years. They will also be confronting a 
tangled web of mistrust, misunderstanding and prejudice left over from 
ee t past which will make a comprehensive peace very difficult to

Imperfect border agreements, such as the Constantinople Protocol of 
1914 which sought to delineate the land border between Persia and what 
is now Iraq, contributed to the tensions which spilled over into open 
conflict in September, 1980, when President Saddam Hussein dispatched 
his legions into southern Iran.

The 
dissident Iranian group, which appears to be gathering support after 
being in eclipse for some time, is becoming something of a thorn in the 
side of Iran's religious leadership. 

One of the first tasks of the Geneva talks will be to deal with an 
exchange of prisoners. Iran is reportedly holding 50,000 Iraqis. Iraq’s 
stock of prisoners, swelled recently after its military opera- 
tions, is estimated to number about 30,000. The fact that the two sides 
are each holding large numbers of each other's nationals should facilitate 
such an exchange but, as with all else in this terrible confiict, there is no 
certainty that even such a relatively straightforward procedure as a 
prisoner exchange will g0 smoothly.

A 
month ago, it approved a 5% hike 
on chocolate 

That doesn't add up, you say. Af- 
ter all, why should your favourite 
chocolate bar now cost more, while 
both cocoa and sugar prices have 
been falling on the world commod- 
ity markets, not to mention on Israeli 
supermarket shelves. 

Elite has an explanation. 

The company’s managing direc- 
tor, Meir Shani. explains that since 
the Industry Ministry lest approved 
an increase on chocolate prices, 
world sugar prices have fluctuated 
dramatically. Hence, in spite of the 
recent price fall, sugar today costs 
Elite as much, if not more, than it 
did three months ago.

More specialization 
Hapoalim reorganizes funds {fate hinges

Bank Hapoalim yesterday announced a wide-rang- 
ing reorganization of its mutual fund group, aimed at 
bringing its funds into line with the current state of the 
markets and reversing the slide in the bank's share of 


the fund market this 


year. 

The main feature of the new line up is that five of the 
18 mutual funds managed by Poalim Mutual Funds 
Ltd., a wholly owned subsidiary of the bank, will 
specialize exclusively in one facet of the investment 
Spectrum. Until now, Hapoalim’s policy was to diversi- 
fy the investment portfolio of ail its funds so that they 
had at least some exposute to all four main investment 
sectors — unlinked shekel notes, shares, index-linked 


bonds and doilar-linked securities. 


The five funds designated as “purely specializing” 
are: Ya‘ara, which will put at least 90% of its assets in 
index-linked bonds issued by the government; Keshet, 
which will invest at least 80% in corporate bonds; 
Tsabar. which will place 90% of its funds in foreign- 
currency linked bonds and bank shares covered by the 
; Hetz, which will raise its portfolio of 
Treasury bills to at jeast 70%; and Erez, which will 
move to a portfolio that invests 90% in shares. 

Of these funds, three -- Ya‘ara, Keshet and Hetz -- 
have withdrawn totally from the share market. This 
move has been designed to ensure that investors seek- 
ing a safe portfolio would be able to avoid the share

WASHINGTON (Reuter) - The 
U.S. Consumer Price Index rose 
0.4% in July, reflecting higher food 
costs caused by the drought and put- 
ting upward pressure on interest 
rates, the Labour Department said 
yesterday. 

Orders for the most expensive 
manufactured goods fell a sharp 790 
in July after rising 8.7% in June. 

Financial markets, which feared 
an even sharper rise in consumer 
prices, were relieved that the 0.4% 
tise in prices was in line with most 
forecasts. 

July's CPI increase followed 0. 3% 
advances in the two previous 
months. Many analysts expect the 
inflation rate to hit 5% or 5.5% for 
all of 1988, after a rate of 4.4% in 
1987. So far this year the rate is 
running at about 4.5%. 

The upturn in prices in July un- 
derscores the growing belief by ana- 
lysts that the economy, in its sixth 
consecutive year of expansion, may 
be becoming overheated, adding to 
inflationary pressures.

THERE is considerable danger that Israel's boxing team in st 
Olympics will never get a chance to enter the ring: Israel may be 
banned because of from the anti-apartheid lobby. 

This is the direct result of the crass stupidity, selfishness, arrogance 
and lack of patriotism of a group of Israeli boxers, who were not 
selected for the Olympic squad, accepting an invitation to box in 
South Africa. The Israel Boxing Association acted very fast to 
repudiate the group. They were banned for life from boxing-rings in 

, and a Statement was issued at once that they had gone on ἃ 
jaunt ‘of their own, in defiance of specific directives issued by the 
Association. 

In spite of the commendable speed and the harshness of the 
judgement the international boxing authorities are still suggesting 
that action may be taken against Israel. That is entirely unfair. It 
could be that Israel is especially valnerable. 

There is certainly cause for concern. It is time for all Israeli 
sportsmen to realise that the power of the anti-apartheid lobby has 
increased by leaps and bounds as the political situation in the Repub- 
lic deteriorated. We saw how quickly and strongly the British acted to 
repudiate Zola Budd: the Canadian government plans to outlaw any 
Canadian tennis players who play against South Africans anywhere. 

The days could be over when one could produce cliches like “It was 
a private visit”, “I'm opposed to politics in sport" or “I didn't know 
that the team we played was really a South African one." The anti- 
apartheid lobby is as irrational as it is powerful, and no verbal 
gerrymandering will help. 

Of course, it may be that Israel's sporting authorities will decide. 
after due reflection, to defy the lobby and the ban. If such a decision 
is made, with careful consideration of the consequences, that is one 
thing. It is quite another for individuals or groups to imperil Israeli 
sport by their recklessness. 

Very soon professional tennis players will have to decide whether 
to play in the South African Open. If they do so, some country may 
initiate a move to throw Israel out of the Davis Cup, as South Africa 
was thrown. This may be unjust, but it is a danger. The ITA must 
decide on its attitude and must issue clear directives to all players, 
with an indication of sanctions if directives are disobeyed. 

The players will argu@€bat it is essential for their livelihoods that 
they play in the SA Open for money and ATP computer points 
flowing freely there, and that it is unfair to deprive them of a chance 
to practise their professions. The ITA must consider these pleas and 
decide whatever they decide -- but they must not allow themselves to 
be faced with a fait accompli, and then register surprise.
